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Council Opts For Two Questions on Overpass

Unanimity prevailed at 
Council's August 13 meeting 
with most issues being resolved 
by the agreement of all five 
members. Such was the case 
on council’s final decision to 
make the advisory referendum 
on the pedestrian-bicycle over¬ 
pass over the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway two questions, 
to be placed on the voting ma¬ 
chine, if at all possible. The 
first would ask whether the 
citizens were in favor of an 
overpass. If so, they would be 
asked to indicate which site was 
preferred, the council/Federal 
Highway Administration ap¬ 
proved Gardenway location or 
Mandan Road. 

At their July 30 meeting, coun¬ 
cil wrestled with the problem and 
decided to put a question on the 
voting machine asking only if citi¬ 
zens favored the city’s continuing 
to “proceed to acquire by condem¬ 
nation an easement <0.9945 of an 
acre) through private property lo¬ 
cated in Greenbriar Phase I . . ” 
in order to provide access for a 
pedestrian-bicycle overpass across 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way at the Gardenway location. 

Prior to the vote an amendment 
to include both locations was sup¬ 
ported only by Councilmen Gil 
Weidenfeld and Charles Schwan. 
They wanted council to get maxi¬ 
mum guidance from voters. Coun¬ 
cilman Thomas White who, along 
with Schwan and Weidenfeld, voted 
for the Gardenway site, felt the 
limitations of the voting machine 
would produce confusing results. 
Mayor Richard Pilski and Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Castaldi, supporters 
of the Mandan location, felt there 
was no need to list both overpass 
locations since the majority of 
council has already taken a posi¬ 
tion. White suggested that a series 
of questions on a paper ballot would 
be another way of getting public 
input. 

At the August 13 meeting, Coun¬ 
cilman Charles Schwan came out 
in favor of White’s proposal of ask¬ 


ing more than one question and 
using a paper ballot, pointing out 
that getting a yes or no answer on 
the Gardenway site would leave 
council not knowing the true wishes 
of the citizenry. A no answer he 
said would not indicate whether 
citizens were against an overpass 
or whether they might just prefer 
another site. Schwan reaffirmed his 
belief that Garden way was the bet¬ 
ter site for an overpass but added 
that he even more strongly believed 
an overpass was necessary and 
would ‘Vork to implement the elec¬ 
toral decision. It would be a trag¬ 
edy—and I should expect a trag¬ 
edy—if there were no overpass,” he 
said. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld 
agreed saying that “we owe it to 
the people who seem to be the 
most concerned (Phase I condo¬ 
minium) to have the alternative 
stated,” Weidenfeld also supported 
Gardenway as the “safest” site but 
said that “Mandan Road is better 
than no overpass.” 

William Feller asked council/not 
to complicate the voting by using 
a paper ballot. 

Council opted for the two ques¬ 
tions and hoped it might be pos¬ 
sible to put them both on the vot¬ 
ing machine. If not a paper ballot 
will be used. 

One-Way Traffic 

Council considered the advisa¬ 
bility of making traffic one-way 
on Rosewood Drive (a resident of 
Lynbrook Court had asked White 
to put this on the agenda.) Jacob 
Warner, Rosewood, urged council 
not to make a bad situation worse 
by making Rosewood one-way 
either direction. The only danger¬ 
ous spot, he said, was at the top 
of the hill. At present people can 
go the way they can see and can 
avoid the hill, but if traffic were 
one way, everyone would have to 
go over the hill This could be a 
major hazard in winter, he added. 

White pointed out that parking 
on both sides left^a narrow street 
that was potentially dangerous. Be¬ 
cause of restricted parking at the 
Lake Park on weekends, Rosewood 
is the first street on which out-of- 
towners can park. 


Councilman Richard Castaldi 
cautioned that people tend to go 
faster on one-way streets. 

White suggested that the city 
staff and police make an evalua¬ 
tion, part of which might be a 
survey of nearby residents. Coun¬ 
cil agreed to have the evaluation 
but decided to hold off on the sur¬ 
vey until the evaluation is com¬ 
pleted. 

Council voted to convert present 
incandescent city street lights to 
sodium vapor or, in some cases, 
mercury vapor lights. At present 
PEPCO provides the light to the 
city for a charge which varies ac¬ 
cording to the type of light. Incan¬ 
descent lights had been the cheap¬ 
est type but they are the most 
inefficient users of energy. Now 
with increased energy costs and 
greater production of the other 
lights, incandescent lights have be¬ 
come the most costly. Also incan¬ 
descent lights are just downward 
directed. Dick French reminded 
council that lighting is best used 
when spread about, especially in 
recreation areas. White was for the 
conversion but not “carte blanche” 
and added an amendment to allow 
mercury vapor lights where resi¬ 
dents objected to the brighter (and

Eight Candidates to Compete 
For City Council Positions 

Eight candidates will vie for five seats on the Greenbelt City 
Council on September 18. In the race are incumbents Richard 
Pilski. Gil Weidenfeld. Thomas White, Richard Castaldi and 


Charles Schwan and newcomers 
and Richard Ley. 

Voters will also be asked to vote 
on one referendum and one advi¬ 
sory question. 

Up for referendum will be the 
approval of a new section to be 
added to the City Charter providing 
for revenue bond financing for the 
rehabilitation of existing structures 
within the city. 

The advisory question will ask if 
voters want an overpass and, if so, 
where—at the Garden way or Man¬ 
dan Rd. locations. 

The biographies of incumbents 
Castaldi and White follow. Other bi¬ 
ographies have been printed 
in earlier issues. (Biographies are 
prepared by the candidates.) 

Richard Castaldi 

Councilman Richard Castaldi, a 
native of Greenbelt, is the first 
member of City Council who was 
born and raised in the community. 
As a youngster, he was active in 
sports and participated in many of 
the competitive programs, repre¬ 
senting Greenbelt in swimming, 
Little League baseball, and foot¬ 
ball. 

Richard was elected to the City 
Council in 1973, served as Mayor 
Pro-Tem in 1975, and is currently 
a Councilman in his sixth year of 
service. He is 34 years old, a grad¬ 
uate of High Point High School, 
and attended the University of 
Maryland, majoring in Business 
Administration. 

As a member of City Council, he 
served on the Council of Govern¬ 
ments Human Resources Policy 
Board, Rape Task Force, and 
Transportation Planning Board. 
Richard was recently elected Chair¬ 
man of the National Regional 
Transportation Planning Board for 
1979-1980. The Board is responsible 
for transportation planning for the 
Washington metropolitan area un¬ 
der the Federal Highway Act of 
1962. He was appointed to the 
Prince Georges County Citizens 
Advisory Committee for the Com¬ 
munity Block Grant Fund, and also 
serves on the National League of 
Cities Human Resources Planning 
Board. 

Castaldi is a member of the 
Greenbelt Jaycees, was elected in 
1970 as Outstanding Young Amer¬ 
ican by the National Jaycees, and 
served as State Director in 1978- 
1979. He was awarded a certificate

pleted a management training 
course at Georgia Tech in 19T2. 
Richard currently holds a State of 
Maryland Real Estate License. 

Castaldi has been employed for 
17 years at the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission, where he is Supervisor of 
the Zoning Information and Per¬ 
mits section of the Development 
Division. He served 4 years on the 
Board of Directors of the MNCPPC 
Credit Union, and is President of 
the MNCPPC Employees’ Fnndt 

Richard is a second generation 
Greenbelter, and resides at fi-T 
Ridge Road. He is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward J. Castaldi, resi¬ 
dents of Greenbelt for over 4b 
years. 

Thomas X. White 

Thomas X. White resides at 3 
Woodland Way with his wife, 
Helen, and seven children. The 
Whites have lived in Greenbelt for 
the past twenty years. 

White is a native Washington^ 
ian. He was educated in the paro¬ 
chial school system there, graduat¬ 
ing from Gonzaga College High 
School in 1953. After attending 
Georgetown University for one 
year, he enlisted in the U.S. Navy 
and served for five years as a Med¬ 
ical Corpsman. 

Leaving active service in 1959, 
White enrolled at the University 
of Maryland, and moved with his 
family to Greenbelt at that time. 
In 1962 he earned a BS Degree in 
microbiology and has worked for 
the past 17 years in the field of 
medical diagnostic products. At 
the present time he is on the pro- 
fesional staff of the Medical De¬ 
vices and Diagnostic Products Di 
vision of the Pharmaceutical Man 
ufacturers Association. 

Tom has continued his affiliation 
with the U.S. Navy as an active 
Naval Reservist.

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Special Opportunity 

Opportunity, it is said, knocks only once. And the extraor¬ 
dinary opportunity presented to GHI homeowners in a recent HUD 
decision follows this rule. It must be acted upon quickly, or it 
will be lost. In a time of runaway inflation and a tightening 
loan market, HUD officials are willing, under Section 312 prov- 
sions, to loan GHI up to $6.4 million for overall rehabilitation 
purposes at the astonishingly low interest figure of 3%. This 
compaies with the current 12% which it would cost the corpora¬ 
tion if the money were to be borrowed in the conventional way 
from a bank. 

But the opportunity thus opened by the HUD decision will 
close firmly at the end of September unless a majority of the 
GHI membership votes to authorize certain changes in the reha¬ 
bilitation program that was approved last October. Some of 
these changes involve responses to inflationary factors during the 
last year, others are required to bring all GHI dwellings into 
conformity with Prince Georges County building codes, and 
still others are specified as part of the terms for the proposed 
HUD loan. 

Paradoxically, by approving the HUD plan, members would 
get a larger rehabilitation package—more overall improvement 
of their homes—at a lower relative cost than they would get 
with any other option open to them. Conversely, to do the least- 
only the crawl space work required by the County codes—would 
cost the most, since only high-interest bank loans would be 
available for so limited a project. 

The opportunity made possible by HUD means that GHI 
members can contemplate a major improvement in the value of 
their property at the lowest possible cost to themselves. By 
voing in favor of the new proposal at the special meeting on 
August 29, GHI members can keep the door open to this special 
opportunity.

cheaper) sodium vapor lights. 

Mayor Richard Pilski expressed 
concern as did council that recent 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway 
status reports from the State High¬ 
way Administration (SHA) showed 
that plans were being made for an 
intercounty connector, a proposal 
to have 6 lane highways to the pro¬ 
posed connector and a kiss and 
ride at the intersection of 1-95 and 
1-495. Although a public hearing 
has been scheduled for 1980, plans 
seem to be going ahead. The city 
will ask for more information on 
these proposals. 

Council passed a resolution to 
express its sympathy to the family 
of the late Rexford Guy Tugwell 
who was the leading proponent of 
the building of the garden towns 
by the F. D. Roosevelt administra¬ 
tion. Tugwell was the director of 
the agency responsible for the plan 
ning and construction of Greenbelt 
and for a time was a city resident. 

Council also passed for first read¬ 
ing an ordinance that would au¬ 
thorize the issuance of $1,500,000 
in bonds to finance the street and 
storm drainage improvements of 
Greenway Center. The bonds would 
have a term of 20 years. 

Because a bond issue may not be 
introduced until 15 days after the 
first reading, suspension of the 
rules, second reading and passage 
were not possible. A special meet¬ 
ing for this purpose was set for 
Wednesday, August 29. 

Council voted to hire the legal 
firm of Piper and Marbury at 
$6,500 to $10,000 to render a legal 
opinion on the validity of the au¬ 
thorized bond sale, and to employ 
Alex Brown and Sons for $5,000 
plus out-of-pocket expenses to as¬ 
sist in the preparation of a bond 
prospectus and the marketing of 
the bonds.

GUI Special Membership Mtng. 
Aug. 29 On Revised Rehab Prgrm 


GHI is calling a special member¬ 
ship meeting on August 29. Why 
is it necessary to have the meet¬ 
ing ao quickly? How will a favor¬ 
able vote, at the meeting affect the 
rehabilitation program? How will 
a favorable vote affect members' 
monthly charges? These are a few 
of the questions being asked by 
GUI members. 

Why a special membership meet¬ 
ing? It is being called so that mem¬ 
bers may again consider the reha¬ 
bilitation program as revised by 
the Board of Directors and man¬ 
agement. 

Why has the original program 
been revised? First, costs are 
greater than were initially predict¬ 
ed, due to inflation. Second, GHI 
is on the verge of receiving a di¬ 
rect loan from the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment. This loan, under Section 
312, calls for repayment over 20 
years at 3% interest. However, 
HUD requires that GHI meet coun¬ 
ty building codes and Minimum 
Property Standards as certified by 
an architect following rehabilita¬ 
tion. The county is requiring GHI 
to correct water problems in frame 
unit crawl spaces. The architec¬ 
tural film has also identified as a 
major problem the wiring in many 
GHI homes, which has exceeded its 
useful life expectancy and must be 
replaced. GHI proposes to accom¬ 
plish these improvements, estimat¬ 
ed to cost about $5.2 million dollars, 
in a Capital Improvements Pro¬ 
gram over a period up to eight 
years. These projects will be pre¬ 
sented to the membership for ap¬ 
proval at the special meeting. 

Suppose the members turn down 
the revised rehabilitation and Cap¬ 
ital Improvements Program? GHI 
would then lose the best financing 
it could possibly hope to get; there 
is no other program that 
offers 3% financing. HUD has ear¬ 
marked up to $6,4 for GHI, which 
would become a model for HUD- 
assisted rehabilitation. Other pos¬ 
sible loan sources would be at 8% 
interest or 13% interest. 

How will this rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram affect the member’s monthly 
charges? With 3% financing, each 
member will pay less in interest 
charges for a $6.4 million program 
than would be necessary for the 
smaller $5 million program under 
other financing. 

What if the member can’t afford 
the rehabilitation work? Without 
the rehabilitation program, it is es¬ 
timated that each member would 
pay more in fuel oil costs than in 
rehabilitation costs. Next year, 
1980, GHI should be able to save 
$210,000 in fuel costs, if the reha¬ 
bilitation program is carried out; 
this saving will go up to $624,000 
by 1983. It will cost members 
$1,406,000 for fuel in 1980 if there is 
no rehab program, and this figure 
can be expected to rise rapidly in 
each succeeding year. 

What will GHI do in the revised 
rehab plan that it did not propose 
to do in the plan approved last 
October? Attic insulation for frame 
and brick homes represent the ma¬ 
jor change. Elimination of wet con¬ 
ditions in the crawl spaces and 
rewiring of the homes, both under 
the Capital Improvement Program, 
are another change. Installation of 
outlets and grounded receptacles 
will also be done during the Capi¬ 
tal Improvements Program, along 
with the re-wiring, so this has been 
dropped from the rehabilitation 
program. 

Has anything else been dropped? 
Vapormids to improve the efficien¬ 
cy of GIH’s large burners have 
been eliminated because they did 
not produce the desired results. 
New walkways and parking areas 
have also been dropped from the 
rehab program, but these things 
will be done under the maintenance 
program. In effect, therefore, the 
program approved in October is 
much the same. Only the numbers 
have changed.

What will the revised rehabili¬ 
tation program cost? It is now 
estimated that the rehabilitation 
program will cost $6.1 million. The 
Capital Improvements Program— 
principally to correct damp and 
wet conditions in the crawl spaces 
and to replace electrical wiring — 
would take place over an 8-year 
period and is estimated to cost $5.2 
million. Approximately $400,000 is 
available from Section 312 funds 
for this program; additional financ¬ 
ing w>U have to be arranged. 

What if a member just can’t af¬ 
ford to pay additional fuel costs 
or rehabilitation costs? In such 
a case, the member should notify 
GHI immediately, so that GHI can 
determine whether that member 
would qualify for the Section 8 
Program (financial assistance for 
monthly charges) or the Rehabili¬ 
tation Deferral Loan Program. 
Both possibilities are available for 
low-income members once reha¬ 
bilitation is completed on their 
homes. Section 8 is a grant pro¬ 
gram and does not need to be re¬ 
paid. Under the loan deferral pro¬ 
gram, the money can be repaid 
when the member’s income rises 
or the member’s home is sold. If 
the membership rejects the revised 
rehabilitation program, not only 
would the 3% financing be lost, but 
both the Section 8 rehabilitation 
assistance grant and the Rehabili¬ 
tation Loan Deferral Program 
would also be lost.

HUD Allows up to $6A Million, Pending 
Approval of GHI Rehab Loan Application

The Board of Directors of 
GHI met in a special session on 
August 14 to consider rehabili¬ 
tation program options to meet 
the additional rehabilitation 
work that the County Depart¬ 
ment of Licenses and Permits 
(DLP) has required. This will 
include placing vapor barriers 
in crawl spaces of frame houses, 
replacing electrical wiring in 
all houses, and “heavying-up” 
the electrical services. 

HUD Approves Loan 

The Board was given happy news 
by Deputy General Manager Ken¬ 
neth Kopstein: the HUD Area of¬ 
fice officially notified GHI that upon 
acceptance of an application, it will 
allow up to $6.4 million for rehabili¬ 
tation at a 3% interest rate, if GHI 
can meet the housing codes. Kop¬ 
stein pointed out that, because of 
the high proportion of funds - 
over 10% of the total allocation in 
the Section 312 program - and the 
historic nature of GHI, this reha¬ 
bilitation project will be highly 
visible nationally. 

Since HUD needs enough time to 
complete its paper work by the end 
of the fiscal year (September 30), a 
special GHI membership meeting 
to approve the programs for addi¬ 
tional rehabilitation work must 
take place at least a week earlier 
than originally anticipated. The 
board set the meeting for August 
29 at Center School. Meanwhile, 
County Executive Larry Hogan and 
his staff have been working closely 
with GHI to assure that the appli¬ 
cation is processed in time. 

Rehabilitation Options 

Kopstein is the GHI staff person 
who succeeded in penetrating the 
almost impenetrable jungle of Fed¬ 
eral, State and other sources of 
low interest loans, so he presented 
the options facing the Board. He 
recommended that the necessary 
additional work be performed as 
two separate programs, a basic re¬ 
habilitation in which all units will 
be brought to the same level to be 

Weidenfeld Joins New 
City-County Committee 

Mayor Pro-Tem Gil Weidenfeld 
has been selected by the president 
of the Maryland Municipal League 
(MML) to serve on a new joint 
committee with Maryland county 
officials. The MML and the Mary¬ 
land Association of Counties 
(MACo) have, for the first time, 
set up a jojnt committee to study 
and resolve their differences on 
state legislation and issues prior 
to testifying before and lobbying 
state legislators. 

Over the past years the munic¬ 
ipalities and the counties have fre¬ 
quently been at odds on many state 
shared revenue bills in the Mary¬ 
land legislature. If this new joint 
venture is successful, and these or¬ 
ganizations present a united front, 
it is expected that significant finan¬ 
cial benefits can be gained by local 
governments from the state. 

Weidenfeld, a vice president of 
the MML, is one of three elected 
municipal officials selected state¬ 
wide to serve on this committee.

followed by the capital improve¬ 
ments program, — all to be com¬ 
pleted by 1987. 

HUD has allowed for $5.7 million 
in Section 312 financing (subject to 
final approval of the application), 
and this, together with other sour¬ 
ces of funding, could provide a total 
of up to $6.4 million in loans at 3%. 
Additional funds, if needed, would 
have to be obtained from banking 
or other sources at a higher interest 
rate. 

Corrective Actions 

Kopstein also reported that on 
August 13 representatives from GHI 
met with the County Department 
of Licenses and Permits to discuss 
possible violations of the county 
housing code. The two situations 
that must be corrected are damp¬ 
ness in crawl spaces and inadequate 
electric service. Other items are 
either part of GHTs regular main¬ 
tenance or are already covered in 
the rehabilitation program. 

GHI has tentatively agreed with 
DLP that the 189 rows of frame 
houses will have vapor barriers in¬ 
stalled and corrective work done 
in crawl spaces over an eight year 
period, beginning in 1980, and that 
electrical “heavy-up” work will be 
completed during the rehabilitation. 
Houses without adequate amperage 
will be required to heavy-up or 
otherwise come into conformity 
with the code. GHI will begin to 
install fuse-stats in masonry houses 
that are over-fused. Rental homes 
that were built over a ground fault 
at 10 A-H Laurel Hill will be razed 


because of structural problems. 
Members are to notify GHI of side¬ 
walks and porches that need repair. 

Considerable dicstission centered 
on the rising cost of heating oil, 
which makes the fuel-saving reha¬ 
bilitation program mandatory. The 
Board also examined the proposed 
budgets for the program. A repre¬ 
sentative from Rapco demonstrated 
the fireproof quality of the foam 
insulation with a blow torch until 
a copper coin placed on the foam 
melted. He also noted that fungus 
cultures cannot grow in the foam 
and that any rodent rash enough to 
attempt to burrow in it would lose 
its natural body fluids.
